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Dangerous winds, wildfire conditions returning to New Mexico 


(AP) — After a few days of calm allowed 
some families who had fled wildfires raging 
in northeast New Mexico to return to their 
homes, dangerous winds picked up again Sun- 
day, threatening to spread burning embers 
that could ignite new fires and complicate 
work for firefighters. 


More than 1,500 firefighters were on the fire lines 
at the biggest blaze east and northeast of Santa Fe, 
which grew another 8 square miles (20 square ki- 
lometers) overnight to an area more than twice as 
large as the city of Philadelphia. 


The area's largest rural town — Las Vegas, New 
Mexico, population 13,000 — appeared safe for 
now thanks to fire lines dug by bulldozers and oth- 
er priority preparations over the past week. 


But authorities appealed to residents on the out- 
skirts who’ve already been ordered to evacuate to 
delay no longer. 


“If things start picking up today as they are expected 
to do,” fire spokesman Todd Abel warned Sunday, 
and “you are trying to leave the area and we are try- 
ing to go in, that obviously causes a lot of problems, 
congestion, confusion.” 


A red-flag warning was in effect, kicking off what 
fire officials predicted would be another “historic, 
multi-day wind event that could result in extreme 
fire behavior.”

A few helicopters were able to 
gather new information from the 
air on the spread of the flames 
early Sunday “but they won't be 
up there very long because of the 
winds out there,” Abel said. 


“The wind is incredible. It is 
precedent setting, the amount 
of wind we are going to have 
and the duration we are going to 
have it,” he said a briefing Sun- 
day in Las Vegas. 


“They are predicting the wind to 
blow all day today, through the 
night, all day tomorrow so that is 
a long time for our fire,” he said. 


Thousands of residents have 
evacuated due to flames that 
have charred large swaths of the 
Sangre de Cristo Mountains in 
northeastern New Mexico — a 
total of 275 square miles (712 
square kilometers). 


The swirling winds gusting up 
to 50 mph (80 kph) made it diffi- 
cult to predict where the flames 
would go later Sunday and into 
Monday. 


Ryan Berlin, fire information of- 
ficer, said Sunday afternoon the 
city of Las Vegas itself is “very 
safe at this point.” 


“We even started to repopulate 
a section of town already,” he 
said. “Our concern right now is 
on the southwest portion of the 
fire which the wind is helping us 
out, sort of, because it’s blowing 
the flames back into the fire.” 


But Wendy Mason with the 
New Mexico Forestry Division 
warned that “by no means” is 
anyone “out of potential dan- 
ger.” 


“Just because the winds are com- 
ing from one direction doesn’t 
mean they can’t change direc- 
tion so it’s better to be prepared 
and have residents ready to go,” 
she said. 


“Any new fire that starts has a 
good potential of becoming ex- 
tremely active and any ongo- 
ing fires we'll also see extreme 
activity because of this historic 
combination of fire weather 
that we’re seeing right now,” she 


added. 


Abel said the good news was that 
additional fire crews continue to 
arrive from around the West. 


For many California firefight- 
ers backing up local units, the 


winds in New Mexico are puz- 
zling. Unlike the sustained Santa 
Ana winds in southern Califor- 
nia, the air around the Hermit’s 
Peak/Calf Canyon fires in New 
Mexico have swirled around and 
been redirected in complex and 
changing interactions with the 
mountains. 


“We'll see what happens,” said 
fire battalion chief Ryan Lewis, 
of Ontario, California, on a rare 
break with his firefighters at a lo- 
cal hotel that’s serving hot meals 
to fire workers and evacuees. 


Nationwide, close to 2,000 
square miles (5,180 square kilo- 
meters) have burned so far this 
year, with 2018 being the last 
time this much fire had been 
reported at this point, according 
to the National Interagency Fire 
Center. And predictions for the 
rest of the spring do not bode 
well for the West, where long- 
term drought and warmer tem- 
peratures brought on by climate 
change have combined to wors- 
en the threat of wildfire. 


Local officials on Saturday al- 
lowed residents of several areas 
on the northwestern outskirts 
of Las Vegas to return to their 
homes. 


Shops and restaurants in the 
town had reopened Saturday and 
the historic center was no lon- 
ger just populated by firefight- 
ers. Still, there was a widely felt 
sense of anxiety, loss, and wari- 
ness of what lay ahead. 


“It’s literally like living under a 
dark cloud,” said Liz Birming- 
ham, whose daughter had persis- 
tent headaches from the smoke. 
"It's unnerving.” 
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Less immigrant labor in US contributing to price hikes 


(AP) - Just 10 miles from 
the Rio Grande, Mike 
Helle’s farm is so short of 
immigrant workers that 
he’s replaced 450 acres 
of labor-intensive leafy 
greens with crops that can 
be harvested by machin- 


ery. 


In Houston, Al Flores in- 
creased the price of his BBQ 
restaurants brisket plate 
because the cost of the cut 
doubled due to meatpacking 
plants’ inability to fully staff 
immigrant-heavy production 
lines. In the Dallas area, Josh- 
ua Correa raised prices on the 
homes his company builds by 
$150,000 to cover increased 
costs stemming partly from a 
lack of immigrant labor. 


After immigration to the 
United States tapered off 
during the Trump admin- 
istration — then ground to 
a near complete halt for 18 
months during the corona- 
virus pandemic — the coun- 
try is waking up to a labor 
shortage partly fueled by that 
slowdown. 


The U.S. has, by some esti- 
mates, 2 million fewer immi- 
grants than it would have if 
the pace had stayed the same, 
helping power a desperate 
scramble for workers in many 
sectors, from meatpacking to 
homebuilding, that is also 
contributing to supply short- 
ages and price increases. 


“These 2 million missing 
immigrants are part of the 
reason we have a labor short- 
age," said Giovanni Peri, an 
economist at the University 
of California at Davis, who 


calculated the shortfall. “In 
the short run, we are going 
to adjust to these shortages 
in the labor market through 
an increase in wages and in 
prices.” 


The labor issues are among 
several contributors to the 
highest inflation in 40 years 
in the United States — from 
supply chains mangled by the 
pandemic to a surge in en- 
ergy and commodity prices 
following Russia’s invasion 


of Ukraine. 


Steve Camarota, a researcher 
at the Center for Immigra- 
tion Studies, which advocates 
for less immigration, believes 
a spike in illegal immigration 
under President Joe Biden 
will make up whatever short- 
fall lingers from the pandem- 
ic. He also contends wage in- 
creases in low-paying sectors 
like agriculture are minor 
contributors to inflation. 


“I don’t think wages going 
up is bad for the poor, and I 
think mathematically it is not 
possible to drive down infla- 
tion by limiting wages at the 
bottom,” Camarota told The 
Associated Press. 


Immigration is rapidly re- 
turning to its pre-pandemic 
levels, researchers say, but the 
U.S. would need a significant 
acceleration to make up its 
deficit. Given a sharp decline 
in births in the United States 
over the past two decades, 
some economists forecast 
the overall pool of potential 
workers will start shrinking 
by 2025. 

The 


immigrant worker 


shortage comes as the U.S. 
political system is showing 
less of an appetite for increas- 
ing immigration. Democrats 
— who control all branches 
of the federal government 
and more recently have been 
the party more friendly to 
immigration — haven’t tried 
to advance major legislation 
permitting more new resi- 
dents to the country. A recent 
Gallup poll showed worries 
about illegal immigration at 
a two-decade high. With a 
tough election for their par- 
ty looming in November, 
Democrats are increasingly 
divided about the Biden ad- 
ministration’s attempt to end 
pandemic-related restrictions 
on seeking asylum. 


“At some point we either 
decide to become older and 
smaller or we change our 
immigration policy,” said 
Douglas Holtz-Eakin, an 
economist and former offi- 
cial in President George W. 
Bush’s administration who is 
president of the center-right 
American Action Forum. He 
acknowledged a change in 
immigration policy is unlike- 
ly: “The bases of both parties 
are so locked in.” 


That's certainly the case in 
Republican-dominated Tex- 
as, which includes the lon- 
gest and busiest stretch of the 
southern border. The Legis- 
lature in 2017 forced cities to 
comply with federal immi- 
gration agents secking people 
who are in the U.S. illegally. 
Gov. Greg Abbott sent the 
Texas National Guard to pa- 
trol the border and recently 
created traffic snarls by or- 
dering more inspections at 


border ports. 


The turn against immigra- 
tion distresses some Texas 
business owners. “Immigra- 
tion is very important for 
our workforce in the United 
States,” said Correa. “We just 
need it.” 


He's seeing delays of two to 
three months on his projects 
as he and his subcontractors 
— from drywallers to plumb- 
ers to electricians — struggle 
to field crews. Correa has 
raised the standard price of 
his houses from $500,000 to 
about $650,000. 


“We're feeling it and, if we're 
feeling it at the end of the day 
as builders and developers, 
the consumer pays the price,” 
said Correa, who spoke from 
Pensacola, Florida, where he 
brought a construction crew 
as a favor to a client whose 
hasn’t been able to find la- 
borers to fix a beach house 
damaged by Hurricane Sally 
in 2020. 


The share of the U.S. popula- 
tion born in another country 
— 13.5% in the latest census 


— is the highest it has been 
since the 19th century. But 
even before Donald Trump 
won the 2016 presidential 
election vowing to cut im- 
migration, migration to the 
United States was slowing. 
The Great Recession dried up 
many jobs that drew work- 
ers to the country, legally or 
illegally. Rising standards of 
living in Latin America have 
prodded more people to stay 
put — or to return from the 
United States. 


Flores, who runs a chain of 
Mexican restaurants as well 
as his barbecue restaurant, 
said while the COVID-19 
pandemic was a bigger shock 
to his industry, the immigra- 
tion slowdown has hit it hard 
— and not just for meatpack- 
ers that supply his restau- 
rant’s brisket. “You’ve got a 
lot of positions that aren’t be- 
ing filled,” he said. 


He’s steadily raised pay, up to 
$15 an hour recently. “This 
is a culmination of years and 
years,” said Flores, who’s 
president of the Greater 
Houston Restaurant Associa- 
tion. 


Fire at Wisconsin anti-abortion office investigated as arson 


(AP) — Arson investigators were 
probing a fire Sunday inside the 
headquarters of anti-abortion 


group Wisconsin Family Action, 
where someone had spray-paint- 
ed a message outside the build- 
ing. 


Madison police spokeswoman Steph- 
anie Fryer told the Wisconsin State 
Journal that the fire reported shortly 
after 6 a.m. Sunday in Madison was 
suspicious in nature. No one was in- 
jured, and officials were still working 


to determine how much damage the 
fire caused. 


It wasn’t immediately clear who van- 
dalized the building, but the mes- 
sage “If abortions aren’t safe than you 
aren’t either” was spray-painted on 
the building. 


The president of the lobbying group, 
Julaine Appling, said she consid- 
ers the fire a “direct threat against 
us” given that it happened just a few 
days after a draft of a U.S. Supreme 
Court opinion was leaked suggesting 
the court may soon overturn the Roe 
v. Wade decision that legalized abor- 
tion in this country. She said people 
could have been hurt if they had been 
working in the office at the time. 


“This is the local manifestation of the 


anger and the lack of tolerance from 
the pro-abortion people toward those 
of us who are pro-life,” Appling said. 


Wisconsin politicians, including 
Democratic Madison Mayor Satya 
Rhodes-Conway, swiftly criticized 
the vandalism Sunday. 


“This attack is abhorrent and should 
be condemned by all,” Republican 
U.S. Sen. Ron Johnson said. 


Democratic U.S. Senate candidate 
Tom Nelson also denounced the van- 
dalism. 


“I am committed to protecting wom- 
en’s rights - but we must do it the 
right way,” Nelson said. “Violence 
and destruction are not the answer. 
I’m glad no one was hurt.” 
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St. Louis seeking to b 


(AP) — Inamullah Niazai 
sits on the front porch 
step of his red-brick St. 
Louis home and smiles 
at the bustle of activity 
around him — his mother 
and father chatting in the 
front yard, his two young 
daughters munching 
chocolate ice cream bars. 


“Anything is possible here,” 
Niazai, 23, said. “We are so 
lucky that my family can be 
here, together.” 


An aggressive effort in St. 
Louis is trying to lure Afghan 
refugees like Niazai. About 
600 have arrived so far and 
another 750 are expected lat- 
er this year. 


Civic leaders are hopeful that 
over the next few years, thou- 
sands more will decide to re- 
locate to the Midwestern city, 
helping to offset seven de- 
cades of population loss and 
rejuvenate urban neighbor- 
hoods — just as the arrival 
of Bosnian refugees did three 
decades ago. 


It’s been nearly nine months 
since the Afghan capital of 


Kabul was ceded to the Tal- 
iban. Since last summer, 
more than 76,000 Afghan 
refugees have relocated to the 
U.S. While California and 
Texas have taken in most of 
the displaced Afghans, many 
will eventually go elsewhere. 


In the 1990s, St. Louis be- 
came America’s most popu- 
lar landing spot for Bosnians 
displaced by war in the for- 
mer Yugoslavia. Among the 
estimated 300,000 who fled 
to the U.S., some 40,000 now 
call St. Louis and the region 
home. 


They revitalized an area of 
the city’s south side that 
is now often referred to as 
Little Bosnia. The area fea- 
tures Bosnian-owned mar- 
kets, coffee shops, auto repair 
shops and other businesses. 
They have their own online 
newspaper, their own cham- 
ber of commerce. 


The Bosnians also provided 
a badly needed population 
boost in a city that’s been 
losing people at an alarming 
rate, dropping from a peak of 
over 850,000 in 1950 to just 


under 300,000 today. 


St. Louis’ Afghan Resettle- 
ment Initiative is backed by 
over $1 million in donations 
and more than 800 volun- 
teers, and it has support from 
the Roman Catholic Archdi- 
ocese of St. Louis, the Inter- 
national Institute of St. Louis 
and other nonprofit groups. 
Advocates say they've re- 
ceived no opposition to their 
efforts. 


Jerry Schlichter, an attorney 
who is the organizer and a 
major funder, said the initia- 
tive helps find housing and 
jobs, connects new arrivals 
to training such as classes 
on computer coding, and 
provides grants for business 
startups. 


The St. Louis effort also pro- 
vided money to establish an 
online Afghan newspaper, a 
chamber of commerce and a 
community center. 


"There's a mutual need. We 
have been stagnant,” Schlich- 
ter said. “With this one-time 
opportunity with Afghan ref- 
ugees ending up somewhere 
in this country, we should 
take advantage of it.” 


Arrey Obenson, president 
and CEO of the Interna- 
tional Institute of St. Louis, 
said he’s confident that the 
new refugees will revitalize 
neighborhoods, just as the 
Bosnians did. 


“The reality of the circum- 
stance we face is that if we 
look at St. Louis city and the 
rate the population is declin- 
ing, we have to find a way to 


bring people into the com- 
munity to turn that around,” 
Obenson said. 


St. Louis isn’t the only city 
with a declining population 
trying to attract Afghan refu- 
gees. 


Detroit also reached its pop- 
ulation apex in 1950, when 
1.85 million people lived 
there. Today, the population 
has dropped by two-thirds, 
to about 640,000. 


Detroit corporate and com- 
munity leaders in April 
launched the Detroit Refu- 
gee Network, with hopes of 
raising more than $1 million 
to provide services such as 
housing, education, transpor- 
tation and language training. 
About 250 Afghan refugees 
have settled in Detroit, with 
another 400 or so elsewhere 
in southeastern Michigan. 


Like St. Louis, history in De- 
troit has proven the value 
immigrants can bring, said 
Steve Tobocman, executive 
director of Global Detroit. 


Tobocman and Alan Mallach, 
a senior fellow with the Cen- 
ter for Community Progress, 
studied two Detroit neigh- 
borhoods filled with immi- 
grants from Bangladesh, Ye- 
men, Mexico, and Central 
and South America. Those 
two neighborhoods have 
grown by nearly 50% in the 
past two decades or so. 


The result is less crime, well 
over 100 new businesses and 
reductions in home vacan- 
cies and tax foreclosures, the 
study found. Residents sur- 


oost population with Afghan refugees 


veyed were more satisfied 
and optimistic than Detroit 
residents as a whole. 

“Depopulation is what re- 
ally cycles these neighbor- 
hoods into some pretty dire 
circumstances,” Tobocman 
said. “The vacancy, the lack of 
retail opportunity, the lack of 
jobs. Just stabilizing the pop- 
ulation or in a couple of cases 
regrowing the population can 
reverse that course.” 


A major hurdle for Afghan 
refugees is housing. Across 
the country, thousands still 
live in hotels. 


But by early May, only two 
Afghan families were still in 
St. Louis hotels because the 
initiative has a program guar- 
anteeing payment to land- 
lords, Schlichter and Oben- 


son said. 


Niazai, his wife and their two 
young daughters fled Kabul 
last year. They were sent first 
to Washington, D.C., then to 
temporary housing in Texas. 
They chose to end up in St. 
Louis because other relatives 
were already here. 


The initiative helped find 
them a place to rent — a brick 
home on a quiet street a few 
miles south of the Gateway 
Arch that now is home to 11 
family members. Volunteers 
provided furniture, food and 
what Niazai called “welcome 
money.” Someone even gave 
him a car. 


Niazai said he feels at home 
in St. Louis. 


“We will stay,” he said. “My 
future is good here.” 


Workers grapple with 


(AP) — Last summer, Ju- 
lio Carmona started the 
process of weaning him- 
self off a fully remote work 
schedule by showing up to 
the office once a week. 


The new hybrid schedule at 
his job at a state agency in 
Stratford, Connecticut, still 
enabled him to spend time 
cooking dinner for his family 
and taking his teenage daugh- 
ter to basketball. 


But in the next few months, 
he’s facing the likelihood of 
more mandatory days in the 
office. And that’s creating 
stress for the father of three. 


Carmona, 37, whose father 


died from COVD-19 last 
year, worries about contract- 
ing the virus but he also ticks 
off a list of other anxieties: 
increased costs for lunch 
and gas, day care costs for 
his newborn baby, and his 
struggle to maintain a healthy 
work-life balance. 


“Working from home has 
been a lot less stressful when 
it comes to work-life bal- 
ance,” said Carmona, who 
works in finance at Con- 
necticut’s Department of 
Children and Families. “You 
are more productive because 
there are a lot less distrac- 
tions.” 


As more companies mandate 


new stresses as they return to office 


a return to the office, work- 
ers must readjust to pre-pan- 
demic rituals like long com- 
mutes, juggling child care and 
physically interacting with 
colleagues. But such routines 
have become more difficult 
two years later. Spending 
more time with your col- 
leagues could increase expo- 
sure to the coronavirus, for 
example, while inflation has 
increased costs for lunch and 
commuting. 


Among workers who were 
remote and have gone back at 
least one day a week in-per- 
son, more say things in gen- 
eral have gotten better than 
worse and that they’ve been 
more productive rather than 


less, an April poll from The 
Associated Press-NORC 
Center for Public Affairs Re- 
search shows. But the level 
of stress for these workers is 
elevated.

Overall, among employed 


adults, the April AP-NORC 
poll shows 1696 say they 
work remotely 1396 work 
both remotely and in-person 
and 72% say they work only 
in-person. 
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Beijing loyalist John Lee elected as Hong Kong’s next leader 


(AP) — John Lee, a hard- 
line security chief who 
oversaw a crackdown on 
Hong Kong’s pro-democ- 
racy movement, was elect- 
ed as the city’s next leader 
on Sunday in a vote cast 
by a largely pro-Beijing 
committee. 


Lee was the only candidate 
and won with over 99% of 
the vote in which nearly all 
1,500 committee members 
were carefully vetted by the 
central government in Bei- 


jing. 


He will replace current lead- 
er Carrie Lam on July 1. Her 
five-term was marked by 
huge pro-democracy protests 
calling for her resignation, 
a security crackdown that 
has quashed virtually all dis- 
sent, the recent COVID-19 
wave that had overwhelmed 
the health system — events 
that have undermined Hong 
Kong’s reputation as an in- 
ternational business hub with 
Western-style freedoms. 


“I look forward to all of us 
starting a new chapter to- 
gether, building a Hong 
Kong that is caring, open and 
vibrant, and a Hong Kong 
that is full of opportunities 
and harmony,” Lee said in his 
victory speech. 


Lam congratulated Lee in a 
statement and said she would 
submit the election results to 
Beijing. 


The election followed ma- 
jor changes to Hong Kong’s 
electoral laws last year to en- 
sure that only “patriots” loyal 
to Beijing can hold office. 


The legislature was also re- 
organized to all but eliminate 
Opposition voices. 


The elaborate arrangements 
surrounding the predeter- 
mined outcome speak to 
Beijing's desire for a veneer 
of democracy. The commit- 
tee members voted in a secret 
ballot, and Lee's 1,416 votes 
were the highest support ever 
for the city's top leadership 
position. 


Without opposition, Lee 
would likely have easier 
time governing Hong Kong 
compared to Lam, said Ivan 
Choy, a senior lecturer at the 
Chinese University of Hong 
Kong’s Department of Gov- 
ernment and Public Admin- 
istration. 


“A major reason for easier 
governance is that the elec- 
toral system has changed,” 
he said. “In the legislature 
and the election committee, 
there is almost no political 
opposition and the political 
spectrum is concentrated to- 
wards the pro-establishment 
camp.” 


“With no democrats, it will 
be easier for the chief execu- 
tive to govern as there are 
fewer checks and balances,” 
he said. 


The European Union’s for- 
eign policy chief Josep Bor- 
rell said that Lee’s election 
“violates democratic prin- 
ciples and political pluralism 
in Hong Kong.” 


“Selection process is yet an- 
other step in the disman- 
tling of the ‘one country, two 


systems’ principle,” Borrell 
tweeted. 


The Chinese government’s 
liaison office in Hong Kong 
congratulated Lee and said 
the election was conducted in 
a “fair, just and orderly man- 
ner in accordance with laws 
and regulations.” 


Mainland China's Hong 
Kong and Macao Affairs Of- 
fice of the State Council said 
in its congratulatory note 
that the “successful election” 
proved that the city’s new 
electoral system is “good” and 
in line with the “one country, 
two systems” framework that 
Hong Kong is governed by. 


Critics say freedom of speech 
and assembly that Hong 
Kong was promised to keep 
for 50 years when it was 
handed over by Britain to 
China in 1997 has vanished 
as Beijing exerts greater con- 
trol over the territory. 


On Sunday morning, three 
members of the League of 
Social Democrats, a local 
activist group, protested the 
election by attempting to 
march toward the election 
venue while displaying a ban- 
ner demanding universal suf- 
frage that would allow Hong 
Kongers to vote both for the 
legislature and the chief ex- 
ecutive. 


“Human rights over power, 
the people are greater than 
the country,” the banner 
read. “One person, one vote 
for the chief executive. Im- 
mediately implement dual 
universal suffrage.” 


One protester was handing 
out flyers before police ar- 
rived and cordoned them off. 
Police also searched the pro- 
testers’ belongings and took 
down their personal details, 
though they made no imme- 
diate arrests. 


The pro-democracy camp 
in Hong Kong has long de- 
manded universal suffrage, 
which they say is promised 
in its mini-constitution, the 
Basic Law. It was also a key 
demand during massive pro- 


tests in 2014 and 2019. 


Lee's role as Hong Kong's 
next leader has sparked con- 
cern that Beijing could fur- 
ther tighten its grip. He spent 
most of his civil service ca- 
reer in the police and security 
bureau, and is a staunch sup- 
porter of a national security 
law imposed on Hong Kong 
in 2020 to stamp out dissent. 


As security secretary during 
2019 clashes between police 
and demonstrators, he over- 
saw the use of tear gas and 
rubber bullets and arrests that 
snuffed out further protests.

More than 150 people have 
been arrested under the se- 
curity law, which outlaws 
secession, subversion, ter- 
rorism and collusion with 
foreign forces in the city’s 
affairs. Almost all prominent 
pro-democracy activists have 
been jailed, with others flee- 
ing abroad or being intimi- 
dated into silence. 


Thousands of residents have 
left the city of 7.4 million 
people amid the 2019 pro- 
tests and subsequent harsh 
pandemic restrictions, in- 
cluding many professionals 
and expatriates. 


In his election campaign 
in the weeks leading up to 
Sunday’s polls, Lee pledged 
to enact long-shelved local 
legislation to protect against 
security threats and vowed 
to increase housing supply in 
the world’s most expensive 
real estate market. 


He also said he would im- 
prove the city’s competitive- 
ness and set a firm founda- 
tion for Hong Kong’s devel- 
opment. 


Center-right CDU heads to big state election win in Germany 


(AP) — The center-right 
Christian Democratic 
Union appeared headed 
for a clear victory Sunday 
in Germany’s northern 
state of Schleswig-Hol- 
stein, according to exit 
polls. 


Sunday’s election for the 
state legislature was seen as 
a ballot box popularity test 
for Chancellor Olaf Scholz’s 


government amid its han- 


dling of the war in Ukraine. 
The vote appeared to give the 
CDU, the party of former 
Chancellor Angela Merkel 
— which is in opposition to 
Scholz’s government at the 
national level — a strong vic- 
tory after a string of electoral 
losses. 


Exit polls for ARD and ZDF 
television put Sunday’s sup- 
port for the CDU at 41% to 
43%, well ahead of the other 
parties. Scholz’s center-left 
Social Democrats appeared 
to drop to third place be- 
hind the Greens, with exit 
polls showing them winning 
15.5% to 16% compared with 
17% to 19.5% for the Greens. 
These exit polls indicate that 


incumbent governor Daniel 
Giinther, whose CDU has 
led Schleswig-Holstein since 
2017, governing in a coalition 
with the environmentalist 
Greens and the pro-business 
Free Democrats, is on course 
to secure another term in 
Germany’s northernmost 
state, home to approximately 
2.9 million people. 


The vote came after a turbu- 
lent few months for the So- 
cial Democrat’s Scholz, who 
took office in December at 
the head of a three-party co- 
alition government with the 
Greens and the Free Demo- 
crats. In recent weeks, Scholz 
has faced criticism for his ap- 
proach to the war in Ukraine. 


Germany broke with tradi- 
tion after Russia’s invasion to 
supply arms to Ukraine but 
has been criticized by Kyiv 
for perceived hesitancy and 
slowness in providing mate- 
rial. 


Sunday’s election was the 
second of three state elections 
within two months that will 
set the political tone in Ger- 
many for the coming year. 


In late March, Scholz’s Social 
Democrats secured a major 
victory in the small western 
state of Saarland, which the 
CDU had led since 1999. 
The most important vote, 
on May 15, is in Germany’s 
most populous state, North 


Rhine-Westphalia. 


The vote is a bright spot for 
the CDU, which has suffered 
losses at the state and national 
levels in recent months. After 
last fall’s general election, the 
party was relegated to the op- 
position on the national level 
for the first time in 16 years. 


Compared with five years 
ago, the CDU and the 
Greens on Sunday appear to 
have made significant gains 
while the Social Democrats 
sustained big losses. During 
the last state election in 2017, 
the CDU won 32%, followed 
by the Social Democrats at 
27.3% and the Greens at 
12.9%.

Lifting heavy rocks and ham- 
mering them into gravel to 
sell to construction com- 
panies is tough work that 
doesn't earn her enough to 
adequately feed or educate 
her children, Sana said. But 
its the best work that she 
could find. 


'The rush of civilians from 
rural villages plagued by ex- 
tremist violence has put pres- 
sure on Burkina Faso's cities. 


"Some of the host cities have 
doubled or tripled in size 
in the past three years, and 
their infrastructures are of- 
ten stretched to a breaking 


point," said Hassane Hama- 
dou, country director for the 
Norwegian Refugee Coun- 
cil. 


*Schools can't absorb all the 
new children, water points 
can't provide enough for all. 
Hundreds of thousands are 
left without access to an edu- 
cation, clean water or health- 
care as a result," he said. 


The influx of displaced peo- 
ple is causing competition 
among the approximately 
3,000 people working at the 
granite mine. At least 500 dis- 
placed people started work- 
ing at the mine last year mak- 
ing it harder for the original 
miners to earn a living, said 


Abiba Tiemtore, head of the 
site. 


“With more people, it’s hard 
to collect as many rocks and 
it’s impacting our daily in- 
come,” she said. Miners who 
used to make approximately 
$1 a day say they are now 
lucky if they make 80 cents. 


When it seized power in 
January, Burkina Faso’s rul- 
ing junta vowed to stamp out 
extremist violence but it has 
done little about the swelling 
numbers of displaced. 


The government has a re- 
sponsibility to provide the 
swelling numbers of dis- 
placed with those social 
services, said Alexandra La- 
marche, senior advocate for 
West and Central Africa for 
Refugees International. 


The minister of humanitar- 
ian affairs did not respond to 
a request for comment on the 
situation. 


So far the junta has not suc- 
ceeded in stemming the ex- 
tremist violence. In January, 
160,000 people were newly 
displaced, the second-largest 
monthly increase in three 
years, according to a report 
by international aid groups. 
Hard-hit areas like the Cen- 
ter North region, which 
hosts Burkina Faso’s larg- 
est displaced population, are 
buckling under the pressure. 


"The impact of people mov- 
ing from their farms into big 
cities is disorientation (and) 
the increase of poverty (and) 
fear,” said Abdoulaye Pafad- 
nam, former mayor of Barsa- 
logho, one of the main towns 
in the Center North region. 


The violence is cutting off 
access for aid groups to reach 
people in need. Roads that 
were safe to travel six months 
ago are lined with explosives 
and the United Nations had 
only one helicopter until re- 
cently to transport people 
and aid across the country. 


The pressure on cities has 
also started creating rifts be- 
tween some host and dis- 
placed communities. In 
the northern town of Oua- 
higouya, people sheltering 
in a crowded displacement 
camp said locals chase them 
from the forest if they try to 
chop wood for cooking, ac- 
cusing them of trying to de- 
stroy it. 


With no end to the jihadi vio- 
lence in sight, the numbers 
of Burkina Faso’s displaced 
are expected to continue 
flooding urban centers where 
they'll be hunting for jobs. 


“I worry that I have no means 
to take care of my children,” 
said Fati Quedraogo, a dis- 
placed mother of 10 in Qua- 
higouya. “When the children 
are crying I don’t know what 
to do.” 


Detailed ‘open source’ news investigations are catching on 


(AP) — One of the more 
striking pieces of journal- 
ism from the Ukraine war 
featured intercepted radio 
transmissions from Rus- 
sian soldiers indicating an 
invasion in disarray, their 
conversations even inter- 
rupted by a hacker liter- 
ally whistling “Dixie.” 


It was the work of an inves- 
tigations unit at The New 
York Times that specializes in 
open-source reporting, using 
publicly available material 
like satellite images, mobile 
phone or security camera 
recordings, geolocation and 
other internet tools to tell 
stories. 


The field is in its infancy 
but rapidly catching on. The 
Washington Post announced 
last month it was adding six 
people to its video forensics 
team, doubling its size. The 


University of California at 
Berkeley last fall became the 
first college to offer an inves- 
tigative reporting class that 
focuses specifically on these 
techniques. 


Two video reports from 
open-source teams — The 
Times’ “Day of Rage” recon- 
struction of the Jan. 6, 2021, 
Capitol riot and the Post’s 
look at how a 2020 racial pro- 
test in Washington’s Lafay- 
ette Square was cleared out 
won duPont-Columbia 
awards for excellence in digi- 
tal and broadcast journalism. 


The Ukraine radio transmis- 
sions, where soldiers com- 
plained about a lack of sup- 
plies and faulty equipment, 
were verified and brought to 
life with video and eyewit- 
ness reports from the town 
where they were operating. 


At one point, what appears 
to be a Ukrainian interloper 
breaks in. 


“Go home,” he advised in 
Russian. “It’s better to be a 
deserter than fertilizer.” 


The Times’ visual investiga- 
tions unit, founded in 2017 
and now numbering 17 staff 
members, “is absolutely one 
of the most exciting areas of 
growth that we have,” said 
Joe Kahn, incoming execu- 
tive editor. 


The work is meticulous. 
“Day of Rage” is composed 
mostly of video shot by pro- 
testers themselves, in the 
heady days before they re- 
alized posting them online 
could get them into trouble, 
along with material from law 
enforcement and journalists. 
It outlines specifically how 
the attack began, who the 


ringleaders were and how 
people were killed. 


Video sleuthing also contra- 
dicted an initial Pentagon sto- 
ry about an American drone 
strike that killed civilians in 
Afghanistan last year. “Look- 
ing to us for protection, they 
instead became some of the 
last victims in America’s lon- 
gest war,” the report said. 


“There's just this over- 
whelming amount of evi- 
dence out there on the open 
web that if you know how to 
turn over the rocks and un- 
cover that information, you 
can connect the dots between 
all these factoids to arrive at 
the indisputable truth around 
an event,” said Malachy 
Browne, senior story pro- 
ducer on the Times” team. 
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Impressive Alcaraz wins in Madrid for 4th title of the year 


(AP) — When Carlos 
Alcaraz played in his 
first Madrid Open as an 
18-year-old, his goal was 
to gain experience and 
learn from the top players. 


Only a year later, Alcaraz al- 
ready feels he belongs among 
the best. 


The Spanish teenage sensa- 
tion capped another impres- 
sive week with a straight- 
set victory over Alexander 
Zverev on Sunday to win the 
Madrid Open and become 
the second-youngest player 
to win two Masters 1000 ti- 
tles. 


His comfortable 6-3, 6-1 win 
over Zverev followed victo- 
ries over his idol Rafael Nad- 
al in the quarterfinals and 
top-ranked Novak Djokovic 
in the semifinals. 


“Last year I was going 
through these experiences 
for the first time, playing 
against the best players, play- 
ing in the Masters 1000, and 
I learned a lot,” Alcaraz said. 
“Now it’s different. I go onto 
the court knowing that I can 
win, with the confidence that 
I can win at any moment.” 


Alcaraz became the young- 
est winner in Madrid, and 
the second youngest to win 


two Masters 1000 trophies 
after Nadal won in Monte 
Carlo and Rome in 2005. Al- 
caraz had already become the 
youngest to enter the top 10 
since Nadal did it in 2005. 


“It feels great to be able 
to beat these players,” the 
19-year-old Alcaraz said. “To 
beat two of the best players in 
history and then Zverev, the 
world No. 3. He is a great 
player. I would say this is the 
best week of my life.” 


It was the seventh straight 
win over a top-10 player for 
Alcaraz, and his tour-leading 
fourth title of the year. He 
also has the most wins this 
season with 28, one more 
than Stefanos Tsitsipas. 


Zverev was trying to win his 
second consecutive Madrid 
title, and third overall. He 
had only praise for Alcaraz 
after the match. 


“Right now you are the best 
player in the world,” Zverev 
said before the trophy cere- 
mony and joked about his op- 
ponent’s age. “Even though 
you are still 5 years old, you 
are still beating us all, so great 
to see for tennis that we have 
such a new superstar who is 
going to win many Grand 
Slams, who is going to be 
No. 1 and is going to win this 


tournament many times.” 


Alcaraz had won his first 
Masters 1000 tournament in 
Miami earlier this year. He 
had also won in Rio de Ja- 
neiro and Barcelona. His first 
career title came in Umag last 
year. 


Alcaraz’s three losses this sea- 
son came against Sebastian 
Korda in Monte Carlo, Nad- 
al in Indian Wells and Matteo 
Berrettini in the Australian 
Open. 


After long three-set wins 


over Nadal and Djokovic, 
the seventh-seeded Alcaraz 
kept his high energy from the 
start against Zverev and was 
in control throughout the 
match at the “Caja Magica” 
center court. 


He didn’t face any break 
points and converted four of 
the eight he had against the 
second-seeded Zverev. Al- 
caraz had 11 unforced errors 
compared to 25 by Zverev. 


“I am 19 years old, which I 
think is the key to be able to 
play long and tough matches 


in a row. I am feeling great 
physically,” Alcaraz said. 


He said it was special to win 
in Madrid, where he first 
started watching tennis at an 
early age. 


“Watching Rafa lift this tro- 
phy gave me a lot of power to 
work hard for this moment,” 
Alcaraz said. “It is a great mo- 
ment for me. It is the first 
tournament I watched, so 
lifting the trophy today is so 
emotional.” 


Djokovic playing his ‘best’ tennis ahead of French Open 


(AP) — Novak Djokovic is opti- 
mistic about his game going into 
the French Open despite going 
another week without a title. 


The top-ranked Djokovic is yet to 
win a trophy this season while trying 
to regain his best form after not be- 
ing allowed to play in the Australian 
Open because he was not vaccinated 
for COVID-19. 


Djokovic lost to young sensation 
Carlos Alcaraz in three sets in the 
semifinals of the Madrid Open on 
Saturday, when he was trying to make 
it to his second consecutive final after 
losing to Andrey Rublev in Serbia last 
month. 


Despite the loss, Djokovic said he 
leaves Madrid feeling good about 
his preparations for the upcoming 
French Open, where he will defend 


his title. 


“I definitely played very good tennis, 
I mean, the best that I have played 
this year,” Djokovic said. “Probably 
when the disappointment of losing 
this match passes, I will have a lot 
of positives to take away from this 
week.” 


Djokovic said he felt he could have 
come away with the victory against 
the 19-year-old Alcaraz — one the 
hottest players on tour this season 
— if he had been “able to capitalize 
when it mattered” during the match 
of more than 3 1/2 hours at the “Caja 
Magica” center court. 


“I had a lot of chances,” he said. “It 
was a fantastic match. Great battle.” 


The Madrid Open was only his 
fourth tournament of the year, and 
third on clay. He lost to 29th-ranked 
Alejandro Davidovich Fokina in his 
first match in Monte Carlo in his 
only other Masters 1000 appearance 
so far. 


Djokovic did not play in Indian Wells 
and Miami. He will carry an 8-4 re- 


cord on the season into Rome this 
week, with one of those victories 
coming after Andy Murray withdrew 
from their third-round match in Ma- 
drid because of a stomach illness. 


Djokovic had opened his campaign 
in the Spanish capital with a two-set 
win over Gael Monfils. He comfort- 
ably defeated Hubert Hurkacz in two 
sets in the quarterfinals. 


The 34-year-old Djokovic said af- 
ter the match against Monfils it was 
“his best performance of the year” 
considering he hadn’t played well 
and lacked rhythm in the few tourna- 
ments he had played. 


Djokovic had reached the quarter- 
finals in the only other tournament 
he played this year, losing to 72nd- 
ranked Jiri Vesely in Dubai in Febru- 


ary. 


The goal now is preparing to do well 
in Roland Garros, where he will try 
to win his third French Open. 


“I think it’s on the good path, defi- 
nitely,” he said. 
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Alvarez faces questions after first loss in nearly a decade 


(AP) — Canelo Alvarez 
paused on his way to the 
ring to pose with his right 
fist high in the air, basking 
in the adulation of thou- 
sands of his frenzied fans 
expecting nothing more 
on this Cinco de Mayo 
weekend than another big 
win by a fighter already 
considered one of Mexi- 
co's all-time greats. 


He left 12 rounds later with 
his first loss in nine years, 
seemingly as stunned by the 
unexpected outcome as the 
sold-out crowd that came to 
watch. 


Dmitry Bivol didn't just beat 
Alvarez Saturday night at the 
T-Mobile Arena on the glit- 
tering Strip. He gave him a 
beating in a light heavyweight 
fight that wasn't nearly as 


close as the identical 115-113 
cards turned in by the three 
ringside judges. 


And now the questions be- 
gin. Did Alvarez take too big 
of a risk moving up to 175 
pounds to take on a tough 
champion in Bivol? Did the 
loss to the Russian damage 
the legacy Alvarez has built in 
the last decade along with his 
status as the best pound-for- 
pound fighter in the world? 


And, perhaps more impor- 
tantly, what becomes of his 
third fight with Gennadiy 
Golovkin, a long-awaited 
mega bout that now surely 
won't be happening in Sep- 
tember as planned, if at all? 


No, one bad night may not 
wreck Alvarez’s career. He 
has accomplished way too 


much for that. 


But after perhaps his worst 
outing as a pro, there’s work 
to be done before he’s talked 
about in such elevated terms 
again. 


“You have to expect it. It is 
boxing. No excuses,” said Al- 
varez, who hadn’t lost in 16 
fights since dropping a deci- 
sion in 2013 to Floyd May- 
weather Jr. “I lost today and 
he won. He’s a really good 
fighter.” 


Bivol was more than that on 
this night. He was a bigger, 
slicker fighter who did what 
Alvarez usually does to his 
opponents — impose his will 
on the man across the ring 
from him. 


A 5-1 underdog despite be- 


ing an undefeated champion, 
Bivol consistently beat Alva- 
rez to the punch and wasn’t 
afraid to trade inside with 
him. He was credited with 
landing 152 punches to just 
85 for Alvarez, and out land- 
ed him in every round. 


Fighting at 175 pounds always 
seemed a stretch for Alvarez, 
who beat Sergey Kovalev in 
his only other bout at light 
heavy. Fighting an unbeaten 
175-pound champion turned 
out to be a bridge too far. 


“We talked going into this 
fight how good Dmitry Bivol 
is, how tough this fight was 
and it was a punch-perfect 
performance,” said Eddie 
Hearn, who promotes Alva- 
rez. “He had to box exactly 
the way he did to win the 
fight. Did Canelo look a little 
bit flat? Did he look tired? I 
think it was the brilliance of 
Dmitry Bivol.” 


Alvarez admitted in the week 
before the fight that he was 
taking a big chance against 
Bivol but wanted fights that 


challenged him. Acutely 
aware of his legacy — par- 
ticularly in Mexico — he 


was confident he could wear 
Bivol down over the course 
of the fight, just as he did be- 
fore knocking Kovalev out in 
the 11th round of their 2019 
fight. 


But Kovalev was an ag- 
ing fighter who was on the 
downside of his career. Bivol, 
on the other hand, was un- 
beaten and had never been 
in the kind of ring war that 
wears fighters down. 


Instead, it was Alvarez who 
was marked up and looked 
the worse for wear when the 
bell sounded to end the final 
round. Alvarez said afterward 
he thought he did enough to 
win the bout, but the only 
real question for those watch- 
ing in the arena and on pay- 
per-view was how much the 
judges might be swayed by 
Alvarez’ reputation and the 
screams of his supporters ev- 
ery time he landed a punch. 


The judges got it right, but 
barely. Perhaps intimidated 
by the crowd, they scored the 
first four rounds for Alvarez 
even as Bivol kept landing 
more punches. Curiously, all 
three had every round scored 
the same, something unheard 
of in any fight, much less a 
big championship bout. 


And if all three hadn’t given 
the last three rounds to Bivol, 
Alvarez would have escaped 
to fight another night with 
his huge fight planned for 
September with Golovkin 
still intact. 


“Sorry I broke your plans 
with Gennadiy Golovkin,” 
Bivol said. 


Now there will be new plans, 
including a possible rematch 
that Alvarez was talking about 
even before he left the ring. 


Yes, he lost. But even in a bad 
loss there’s always a path for- 
ward. 


“Tt doesn’t end like this,” Al- 
varez said.

Those who bet $2 to win on 
Rich Strike got $163.60 in 
return. Not bad for about 
two minutes of work. For 
jockey Sonny Leon, trainer 
Eric Reed and owner Rick 
Dawson, the result was life- 
changing. Leon was racing 
Friday at a little-known track 
in Cincinnati called Balterra 
Park. Reed’s biggest win be- 
fore Saturday was with a filly 
called Satans Quick Chick in 
a Grade 2 race nearly 12 years 
ago. Dawson, a half-hour or 
so after the Derby, rhetorical- 
ly asked a question to anyone 
within earshot.
